LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


This year the library has had many obstacles to over- 
come, in the line of trying to adhere to the State recom- 
mendations set for all state affiliated libraries. We realize 
at this time, that it is impossible for us to do much with 
present situation and location, but the time has come 
when something has to be done about the furnace at the 
library. It has been a constant source of many uneasy 
moments as it would come on and fill the room with 
smoke and the oily smell is at a point, where it is un- 
healthly. 

Many books have been borrowed through the State 
Library throughout the year for use by the high school 
and college children this year. And many of the grammar 
school children have come to the library for help on 
special papers and projects they have been compiling. 

The shut-in service has been in full swing during the 
year with Mrs. Ellen Eppelsheimer taking books to many 
shut-ins once a month. A selection is picked out by the 
librarian and the shut-in has a chance to pick out the 
various types of reading matter they desire .At the same 
time they have sent in many requests that we have tried 
to fulfill to the best of our ability. 

The library is now open only one afternoon a week, 
Saturdays from 2 to 5 P.M. During the summer months 
the library was open every Wednesday night but usage 
was very poor. Excepting for the summer months and a 
few weeks after Christmas, when everyone has received 
reading matter, the weekly circulation has been around 
100 book or better. This does not include the books that 
are at the library for reference work or some of the 
special books from the State Library. 

Many books have been given to the library by inter- 
ested persons throughout the year and thanks is ex- 
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tended to all who have so generously taken an interest. 
Many of the magazine subscriptions are also gifts from 
friends. 

A new set of Americana encyclopedias has been 
ordered with the trust funds received the past year and 
will be so marked with name plates. 

Due to the increased reference work done by children 
and adults at the library, the librarian has been assisted 
by Barbara Findlay and Anita Fife during the year. An 
anonymous friend has been very helpful in assisting, 
filing, and doing odd jobs about the library. The libra- 
rian and trustees would like to thank all that have made 
the library run as smoothly as it has this year. 

There have been various bulletin board exhibits and 
exhibits by school children throughout the year. 

The librarian and trustees and friends have attended 
many book selection meetings during the year. There was 
representation at the District Friends of Library annual 
meeting, also at the State Friends of Library at the Way- 
farer. The Librarian started a course on Children’s Read- 
ing in Public Library at Durham in the spring, but due to 
employment was unable to finish the course. A selection 
of large print books has been donated by the State 
Library. Epsom was selected as one of the towns to 
receive this collection. 

The Epsom Historical Association met at the library 
earlier this year for the regular meeting and enjoyed 
viewing some of the records kept at the library and re- 
newing their acquaintance with the library facilities. 

During the past year, the library trustees had voted to 
discontinue fines on overdue books. Due to the abuse of 
this privilege, the fines policy has once again had to be 
renewed. The response has been tremendous and thanks 
to all that were conscious of the situation it put the li- 
brary in when books were so long overdue. 

During the past year, the library has received many 
requests from out of towners or even persons out of

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Roscoe Warren, Warden’ Gerald H. Hight, Dist. Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number 
of fires increase in an area as the population increases 
and our state is growing tremendously. This means that 
we must be aware of fire causes and do our best to pre- 
vent their occurrence. 

When we are very young the lighted match is an 
adventure, burnt fingers and a dropped match is an- 
Other fire. A little older we like to have a woodland cook- 
out, or go out by ourselves for a smoke but fire and 
forests get together for another statistic. We adults like 
to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris and the 
dead grass, result — escaped fires and much personal 
expense. 

With new homes and summer cottages located in wood- 
lands and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the 
back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary that 
everyone be aware all through the fire season, which 
comes with the disappearance of the snow, of the need 
to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 

1. To teach our children the danger of lighted 
matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a 
car or while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump. If you must burn — 
a. You need a written permit from the town fire 


warden for all debris burning except when the 
ground is covered wih snow. Cooking fires in 
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outdoor fireplaces or in charcaol brasiers in 
your own back yard is permitted on notification 
of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by 
householders between 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire 
before you light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your 
fire warden or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence 
column and save your tax dollars for useful purposes.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


As time passes, there seems to be little diminution in 
the size, number, or complexity of problems facing 
public education on any level of government — national, 
state, or local. Included among these are financing, hous- 
ing, teacher recruitment, and, most important, main- 
taining a reasonable level of educational opportunity for 
our young people. 


In New Hampshire, the problem of financing is most 
acute, as so great a portion of the burden falls upon the 
local community, in contrast with the situation in other 
states. At this writing, there seems little likelihood that 
this burden will be reduced by the creation of other 
sources of school monies, unless pressure is exerted on 
local representatives of the general court that the state 
must accept greater responsibility in supporting educa- 
tion. To date, the voters and taxpayers have risen to the 
task of providing a good school system for the commu- 
nity, and is being requested to continue to do so. How- 
ever, it is time that the legislators face up to their 
responsibilities and implement the existing statutes by 


one hundred (100) percent funding and stop deceiving 
their constituents. 


An innovation this year in the Epsom School System, 
through the excellent leadership of Principal Fortier and 
the cooperation of his teaching staff, supported by the 
School Board, is the ungraded system in the primary 
grades. This provides the opportunity for children to pro- 


gress at their own individual rate and is proving very 
effective. 


In closing, we would like to express our appreciation 
for the cooperation received from the citizens, school 
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board, children and professional staff of the Epsom 
School District.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Enrollment at the beginning of the school year in 
.1968 was 251, compared with 252 in 1967 and 251 in 
1966. By the end of December, 1968, enrollment had 
risen to 263. 

The 1968-69 school year marked the beginning of the 
ungraded primary organization in the school. Grades 
four and up retain the traditional graded structure, and 
present plans call for including one additional grade 
each year in the new organizational concept, so that the 
school will eventually be ungraded throughout. As of 
the end of 1968, no significant problems had developed 
as aresult of the new structure. 

The faculty for the 1968-69 school year is as follows: 
Ungraded primary section: Mrs. Fife, Mrs. Crosbie, Mrs. 
Fifield, and Mrs. Bassett. Fourth grade: Mrs. Walker. 
Fifth Grade: Mrs. Stimmell. Sixth Grade: Mr. Perkins. 
Seventh and eighth grades: Mrs. Omand, Mrs. Pinckney, 
and Mr. Fortier. Mrs. Arlene Yeaton is a Teacher Aide 
with the ungraded primary section. 
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The special activities programs initiated last year: 
typing, dramatics, art, foreign language, and remedial 
reading, were continued in the 1968-69 school year. In 
addition, for the first time in several years, a formal 
music program was begun under the direction of Mr. 
James Martell. The program includes vocal and instru- 
mental instruction. Co-curricular activities this year in- 
clude the Newspaper Club, Boys’ and Girls’ basketball, 
boys’ baseball, and girls’ softball. 

The school library is in operation again this year, sup- 
ported and manned by PTO volunteers. Epsom is indeed 
fortunate to have the services of such dedicated people 
to make this library facility available to the school 
children. 

I wish to take this opportunity, again, to thank the 
people of Epsom, and the Epsom School Board, for their 
continuing cooperation and support.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

As part of the School health services for the year 
1967-68, all elementary pupils in Barrington, Epsom, 
Northwood, Nottingham and Strafford received routine 
health inspections by the school nurse. 

This type of inspection includes weighing, measuring, 
checking teeth and tonsils, checking hair and scalp for 
the presence of head lice or any infectious condition 
and doing screening tests to determine if a child has 
any vision or hearing handicap. 

When defects were found, the parents were informed. 
This is ordinarily done by means of a note, letter or 
telephone call although, in many cases a home call is 
made by the nurse. Parents have been very cooperative 
in having such defects corrected, as is shown in the 
following summary:

A series of three immunization clinics was held in the 
fall of 1967 in both Barrington and Strafford. Sylvia Ken- 
nedy, M.D. of Exeter was the physician in attendance. 
The clinics were jointly sponsored by the New Hamp- 
shire Bureau of Public Health and local organizations 
— the Barrington Woman’s Club and the Strafford 
Parent-Teachers Association. 

For the first time, all five towns participated in either 
the Matching Funds Dental Program (which provides 
for filling and/or extracting teeth) or the Prophylactic 
Dental Program for having teeth cleaned and topical 
fluoride solution applied. Both programs are co-sponsored 
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by the New Hampshire Bureau of Dental Public Health 
and by one or more local organizations. Epsom and 
Northwood again had both programs, and it is to be 
hoped that these will soon become an established part 
of the health program in each town. 

The health education film “The Story of Menstration”’ 
was shown to the majority of the girls in grades 5 
through 8 in each school. This was well received and 
will be repeated annually for the 5th and 6th garde 
girls. 

Referrals made by the nurse included one to New 
Hampshire Department of Public Walfare for custodial 
care of a child, three to New Hampshire Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Service, four to Mental Health Centers for 
psychological evaluation and one ot Camp Lincoln. Vision 
examinations and glasses were provided for two chil- 
dren — one paid for by the Concord Chapter of the 
Lions Club and the other by the Nottingham Chapter of 
the American Red Cross. 

A total of 103 home calls was made, and 198 first-aid 
cases were cared for by the nurse. Transportation was 
provided to Pittsfield, Rochester, Dover, Concord and 
Manchester in order for certain children to receive 
medical care. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Martineau, 
Mr. Morgan, members of the School Board, the towns- 
people who sponsored and assisted in carrying out health 
programs, and the school children for their help and 
cooperation.
